THE OUTLOOK. 

The Rev, John Humphries moved that the 
report be received, and that Presbyteries 
be directed to use their most earnest and 
sympathetic persuasion and help to secure 
that religious instruction along the lines of 
the programme issued by the General 
Assembly be given a foremost place in the 
curriculum of every secondary school.

NORTHERN EDUCATION BILL. 

The Rev. William Corkey moved the 
adoption of the report on primary education. 
Lhe report stated that since the last Assembly 
a considerable number of public elementary 
schools had been transferred by ministers and 
Boards of Education to Borough and Regional 
Committees. The principal reason for mai:v 
of these transfers had been the assurances 
given by the Northern Government that a 
bill would be introduced in Parliament that 
would safeguard Protestant schools in every 
way. The Board of Education was gratified 
to report that an amending bill on the lines 
promised by the Prime Minister had been 
introduced, 

“One matter still remained outstanding,” 
the report added, ‘‘and that was the re- 
lationship of the Protestant Churches to the 
college in which the teachers who are to he 
entrusted with the education of Presbvterian 
children are trained. It is confidently ex- 
pected that the Minister of Education, in 
pursuance of definit® promises, will make such 
re-arrangements in connection with the train: 
ing college as will satisfy. the legitimate 
demands of the Protestant Churches.”’ 

In moving the adoption of the report, the 
Rev. William Corkev said that in their 
agitation for the amendment of the Education 


Act he always sought to co-operate and be 
in harmony with the representatives of the 
sister Churches, and they were always most 
anxious to secur’ the necessary amendments 
without doing anything to injure the stability 
of the Northern Government. The Govern- 
ment had, in the amending Act, loyally car- 
ried out the promises given before the last

Beginning his 
Labour activities whilst a member of the old 
Civil Service, he had never ceased up to the 
present day to place at the disposal of the 
Trade Union and Labour movement, and of

in Ireland. Mr. Mortished had left the

BISHOP OF GALWAY AND THE 
IRISH LANGUAGE, 

The Connacht Feis was opened in Galway 
Town Hall last night, when a grand concert, 
to which Seamus Clandillon, Colm O'Loughlin, 
Dublin, and Seamus Ennis, Irish piper, and 
several others contributed. 

The opening ceremony was performed by 
the Most Rev. Dr, O’Doherty, Bishop of 
Galway. The Gaelic League, he said, had still 
a work to do.

The school children were taught Irish, and 
taught it well, and great credit was due to 
the Government of the day and the teachers.

MR. BLYTHE ON THE STATE’S 


JUST DEBTS. 


Mv. BLYTHE said that Article 10 of the 
‘Treaty dealt only with the pensions of trans- 
‘erved officers. The functions of the police 
‘ere transferred, bat the personnel were not 
“isterved, herause the Provisional Govern- 
i ent and the British Government agreed in 
maraí 1822, that thev should not he tráns- 
*rred. When the Treaty was passed it he- 
‘ame clear that the R.LC, could not he used 
As a police force here, and that, if they wers 
‘o be transferred there would be nothing 


oe 


sible for the Provisional Government; but te 
disband them. It was arranged, therefore, 
that instead of transferring them they should 
be disbanded ; and then it was arranged that, 
instead of paying pensions, this country 
should pay some compounded annua! sum. 

The position of the transferred R.ILC. men 
who were not serving at the date of the 
Treaty was simply the position of the 
ordinary civil servant, such as the Post Office 
Official. If the Free State were not 
to pay a penny in respect of 
R.1.C. pensions, the position would 
be that, in fact, they would be getting 
from the British Government every year. a 
contribution towards the cost of the police. 
Nobody who had any realisation of what was 
meant by an international agreement to 
separate functions that had formerly been 
performed by one Government would think 
that it should be suggested that the British 
Government should make an annual contri- 
bution towards the Free State Post Office by 
paying the pensions of retired postal officials. 
That would be absolutely ridiculous on the 
face of it. 

Ali the quibbling and pedagogy and 
pedantry tnat the House had heard from the 
opposite benches did not alter the situation 
The Government could not get out oí their 
ordinary liabilities by any sort of slick trick, 
and they could not simply say that because 
they had not got a formal [.0.U. or a docu- 
ment of that sort they could carry on some 
sort of trickery in connection with the 
pensions. hat sort cf smartness or bad 
faith not only had ordinary objections to 1t, 
but it had a material and base objection also, 
namely, that there was no possibility of 
getting away with such tricks. 

On a division the estimate was carried by 
62 votes to 3/7. 


AGRICULTURAL VOTE. 


A vote of £316,956 to meet the expenses 
of the Department of Agriculture was moved 
by the Minister for Finance. 

Mr. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, said 
that 170 creameries had been taken over. 
Seventy-five had been closed; forty-one had 
been handed over to approved co-operative 
societies, and forty-five were a tem- 
porarily retained in seven groups. he cost 
of the Agricultural Faculty at University 
College, Dublin, was £22,500 per annum.

COMMERCIAL REGISTER FOR

and to provide for and regulate the conduct 
of elections of the commercial members of the 
Dublin City Council, in pursuance of the Act.

DUBLIN OMNIBUS 
STRIKE. 


NO APPROACH TO A 
SETTLEMENT.

There was no change vesterday in the strike 
of employés in Dublin of the lrish Omnibus 
Company. 

At .the offices of the Irish Omnibus 
Company an /rish Times representative was 
informed that the company had no state- 
ment of importance to make. At the Cork 
dépót, out of a total of thirty men who had 
left work, twenty*had returned and were re- 
engaged. At Limerick, where the company 
gives employment to 101 men, one mah 
ceased work a few davsafter the “lightning ”’ 
strike, and nine more men occupying un- 
important positions left work on June 5th. 
‘These men, it was stated, informed the 
company that they had no complaint what- 
ever to make about conditions of service, but 
that owing to intimidation and assaults not 
only pn themselves, but on their wives and 
families, they could not go on with their 
work any longer. ~ All of the _ positions 
vacated, however, were filled at once. 

At Dublin, our reporter was informed, 
the only thing to report was that a number 
of mey who went on strike had been re- 
engaged to fill vacancies. 

All the services were running satisfactorily. 

INCREASED STRIKE PAY. 

Mr. C. D. Watters, Irish Secretary to the 
National Union of Railwaymen, told our 
representative that fourteen drivers and six 
conductors, in addition to all the garage 
staff, at the I.0.C. dépót in Limerick, had 
ceased work on Thursday. These were men 
who’ had not previously responded to the 
cali to come out on strike. 

He added that the Executive Committee 
had decided to increase the strike pay from 
lSs. to 24s. per week, and had issued an 
appeal to all branches of the National Union 
ot Railwaymen in Great Britain and Ireland 
to raise funds to supplement the strike pay. 

He further stated that there were now no 
Union men employed by the Irish Omnibus 
Company, all of them having gone on strike.

QUARANTINE ARRANGEMENTS 

Arrangements have been made by the 
Department of Agriculture in Dublin 
with the Royal Agricultural Society 
of England for the reservation of 
London Quarantine Station for a three- 
weeks’ period, commencing about the third 
week of July next, for the accommodation of 
animals purchased prior to, or during, the 
Royal Show at Manchester (which closes on 
the 12th of July next), and intended for im- 
portation’ into Saorstat Eireann. Purchases 
made thereafter could not be dealt with in 
eannection with this reservation period. The 
Department. will be prepared to sanction the 
importation of animals which unedrgo this 
period of quarantine, provided that the 
animals are shipped direct from London to 
Waterford at the end of the quarantine period 
by a vessel leaving London for Waterford at 
that time. 

Intending importers who desire to secure 
quarantine accommodation should make appli- 
cation as soon as possible, and in any event 
hefore the 12th July next. to the Secretary, 
Quarantine Station Department, Royal Agri- 
cultural Society of England, 16 Bedford 
square, London, W.C. 1, aud should at the 
same time notify the Secretary, Department 
of Agriculture (Veterinary Section), Dublin. 
©. 17, of the number and classes of animals 
they intend to import, 

The Department will be prepared, as in 
the case of previous importations, to under- 
take,:on behalf of importers, the neces- 
sary arrangements with regard to the transit 
of the animals from London and the supply 
of fodder and litter for the animals during 
the vovage, lairage accommodaticn at Water- 
ford (if necessary) and {if desired) the transit 
of the animals from Waterford to their desti-

INQUEST VERDICT OF 
MURDER ANDSUILCIDE, 


Remarkable evidence of a suggestion by 
Douglas Newton Potts (20), a King’s College. 
Cambridge, undergraduate, for the adoption of 
a career of crime was given by another under- 
graduate, John Fitzgerald Newman, at the 
Cambridge inquest yesterday on Potts, Mr. 
A. F.-R. Wollaston, a tutor, and Detective 
Sergeant Willis. It was alleged that Potts 
fired a revolver at Wollaston and Willis, and 
then shot himself, 

The Coroner said Potts was haunted by the 
fear that a warrant had been issued against 
him, and he was partially demented. 

A King’s College porter gave evidence thet 
Willis said “He shot me. I shall be dead in 
ten minutes. ' 

The jury returned, in the case of Potts, a 
verdict of suicide during temporary insanity . 
and in the cases of Mr. Wollaston and 
Sergeant Willis, verdicts of murder during 
temporary insanity.

The Channel Tunnel. 


The question of a Channel tunnel has 
boiled up, simmered for a while, and 
grown cold again at regular intervals since 
the days of Napoleon. Yesterday the 
British Government chilled its latest 
ebullition by a ‘White Paper that damned 
the project from both the military and 
economic points of view. ‘.dvocates of the 
tunnel urge that, in an era of pact- 
controlled peace, it will expedite the 
despatch of business between England and 
France, will eliminate an unpleasing sea 
passage, thus encouraging the tourist 
traffic, and, incidentally, will provide 
work for thousands of unemployed. The 
opponents complain that the scheme will 
and will leave England 
vulnerable to invasion if, at any time, 
France becomes iestive. We approve the 
former objection, but, pace the Imperial 
Defence League, we have no patience with 
the second a:gument. If, and when, 
France chooses to make war on Englau'l, 
she will attack by air rather than by a 
tunnel which can be closed or made useless 
at any time. Both factions, however, will 
be quietened, if not satisfied, by the Com- 
mittee’s rejection of the scheme. It 1s 
shown that the estimated cost “more than 
£50,000,000 barely covers the cu. of the 
tunnel and pilot tunnel, and that the 
necessary appurtenances— land, rolling- 
stock, electric generating stations and 
everything else—would increase the esti- 
mate greatly. Moreover, the unemploy- 
ment relief afforded would be negligible 
in comparison with the undertaking’s 
enormous cost, and existing transport 
services would suffer ... intolerable loss. 
We might add as a further argument that, 
if air traffic continues to increase as it 
has increased within the past few years, 
there will be no possible use for a Channel 
tunnel.

Venice Preserved. 


The “ hard-boiled ’’ Continental tourist 
has grown accustomed to Venice’s tram- 
cars, but to those whose illusions have 
not been shattered by travel they are an 
anomaly and an abomination. Many, 
therefore, will learn with some sadness 
that the bridge which connects the town 
with the mainland must be widened by 
sixty feet to accommodate Venice’s in- 
creasing medley of motor cars, tramcars, 
and bicycles. For some thirty years, 
says the Venice Correspondent of The 
Times, this question has rent the populace 


into opposing factions—a ‘ bridge” 
party and an “ anti-bridge” party. On 
the one side are those whom we might 
call the solid Venetian element. This 
consists mainly of the business men, who 
complain that Venice’s romantic, but 
primitive, methods of transport put them 
at a disadvantage with their rivals on the 
mainland. They urge, with excellent 
reason, that the city’s internal com- 
munications are few, slow, and 
inadequate, adding iconoclastically that 
if one is in a hurry in Venice it is better 
to walk than to take a gondola. Against 
them is arrayed a dual opposition. There 
are the strict conservatives, who would 
have no stone of the city touched, and 
prefer the romantic squalor and slowness 
of the gondolier to the spruce rapidity of 
the motor car. The Futurists, again, 
hating the clair de lune as much as they 
hate the supremacy of commerce, attack 
the innovations from a different angle. 
Between the trumpetings of the three 
battalions Venice is in sore perplexity ; 
but the word of the Duce has gone forth, 
and the victory is with trade.

Many reasons were advanced against the 
construction of a Channel tunnel in a 
White Paper to-day, and they ought to 
satisfy most people. Doubtless, however, 
there are some who never will be con. 
vinced that the proposition cannot be 
entertained with advantage to the 
country. The White Paper says that the 
Committee of Imperial Defence was un- 
able to discover a single advantage, from 
a military point of view, which would 
follow the construction of a tunnel. On 
the contrary, it would result only in an 
increased military commitment, involving, 
in certain happily remote contingencies, 
an element of danger, to provide against 
which a heavy capital and annual ex- 
penditure would have to be incurred. It 
is stated also that there is only luke-warm 
support for the project from trade and 
industry, and it is pointed out that the 
estimate of something like thirty millions 
for the pilot tunnel and main tunnel does 
not include the cost of exchange stations, 
the approaches, the rolling-stock, the 
generating stations and many other 
matters. Moreover, from the point of 
view of unemployment relief, the building 
of the tunnel would be especially disap- 
pointing ; for the men engaged in its con- 
struction would consist mainly of 
specialists, who could not be drawn from 
the general ranks of the unemployed. The 
meeting at which the decision was reached 
was attended by Mr. Baldwin and Mr 
Lloyd George, and they were supplied with 
all the material that the Government 
possessed on the subject.

M. Albert 
Thomas asks if everything that can be 
tried has been tried. He deals also with 
the causes of unemployment, most of 
which, he says, are essentially economic, 
and adds that the only course open to the 
International Labour Office is to appeal 
to the economic and financial organisation 
of the League of Nations and to invoke 
its intervention.

Domestic Servants. 


Labour women now sitting in confer- 
ence here have issued a demand that 
mistresses shall be expected to provide re- 
ferences when engaging servants, just as 
they expect to receive references concern- 
ing the servants whom they are engaging. 
The advocates of the proposal, however, 
seem to lose sight of the fact that the 
mistress takes a strange person into her 
home and entrusts her with almost every- 
thing that she possesses. A maid-servant, 
when taking a situation in London 
nowadays, wants to know a great deal 
about the home and its occupants, and, 
in addition, frequently makes inquiries of 
the neighbouring tradespeople about the 
reputation of possible employers. On the 
other side, the references given by 
mistresses to maids now have become 
almost stereotyped ; for they convey little 
that is definite except about the respecta- 
bility or honesty of the person mentioned, 
while qualifications for a post seem to be 
ignored. 


An Air Survey. 


Lord Thomson, the Minister for Air. 
took a flight over London to-day in one of 
the triple-screw air liners which will be 
used on a section of the Imperial Airways 
service between London and Cape Town, 
and was accompanied by Miss Picton 
Turbervill, M.P. It was Miss Turbervill’s 
first flight, ard on alighting she said that 
for five minutes she had been very nervous. 
but that her contidence had returned. She 
thought that every member of Parliament 
ought to make a flight. Lord Thomson 
suggested that the London traffic con- 
trollers ought to fly over London in order 
to settle the traffic problem from the air. 
Che difference between crowded roads and 
bridges and those which were compara- 
tively empty was very striking, and he felt 
sure that a bird's-eye view would help the 
trafic controllers enormously. 


Potato Blight. 


The presence of potato blight in Eng- 
land is notified by the Ministry of 
Agriculture, and growers are urged to 
notice early signs of the disease, which. in 
the past, has been the canse of 
losses. .The Ministry advises spraying as 
a means of prevention, and points out 
that this step ought to be take. before 
the bliglit has passed beyond the earl, 
stage. Fortunately, the disease has not 
been notified hitherto in the great potato- 
growing districts in Lincolnshire and the 
North of England, and it is hoped that 
by prompt measures of prevention its 
influence may be restricted to the area 
at present affected in the West of 
England.

The Minister for Finance told a funny 
story in the Dail yesterday during the 
debate on the estimate for the Revenue

Mr. Blythe was reminded of the small 
child who said: “ Daddy, there is no 
squirrel in the tree, but there is a flea on 
your eyebrow.’’ Deputy McEntee had 
spoken of ‘‘ blood-suckers,’’ but then Mr. 
McEntee had read his speech. ‘‘ When 
Deputy McEntee writes his speech he 
always becomes lyrical,’’ and slightly 
prone to exaggeration. 

Dealú x with the subject of the value of 
stock, Mir, Blythe delighted his audience 
by remarking: “Now, let us take 
whiskey ”; for his views on the temper- 
ance question are well known.

FRENCH CHAMBER 
SCENE. 
PRESIDENT’S BELL LOSES 
ITS TONGUE,

PARIS, Friday. 

The recent disturbances in Indo-China 
formed the subject of interpellations in 
the Chamber this afternoon, when a con- 
siderable amount of heat was engendered. 

The President, M. Fermand Bouisson, 
made desperate efforts to call deputies to 
order. by rapping the table with his rule 
and ringing his bell. 

Perched on his high chair, M. Bouisson 
rapped and rang, and finally the rule flew 
out of his hand and the tongue of the bell 
fell off and dropped to the floor of the 
House, 20 feet below, amid roars of 
laughter. 

In the debate M. Moutet (Socialist) took 
the view that the trouble in Indo-China 
was due to deep-rooted national dissatis- 
faction with French rule, and a wide move- 
ment for greater independence. He 
refused to see the hand of Moscow behind 
the movement. 

A diametrically opposite opifiion was ex- 
pressed by M. Taittinger (Right), who 
declared that Moscow was directing identi- 
cal revolutionary movements in South 
Africa, China, in British India and the 
Dutch Indies. 

Bolshevism, he said, was making a 
simultaneous attack on England, Holland 
and France. 

MINISTER TO MAKE A STATEMENT. 

The Minister of the Colonies is to reply 
on Friday next to the interpellations made 
this afternoon regarding the recent dis- 
turbances in Indo-China. His speech is 
expected to be of considerable importance.

ANOTHER BUSY DAY 
AT BALDONNEL.

Hundreds of people again visited Bal- 
donnel yesterday, where the crew of the 
Southern Cross, which is leaving in a few 
days to fly across the Atlantic, were con- 
stantly besieged with requests for their 
autographs. They had a rather amusing 
time with a happy crowd of fifty school- 
boys from the Catholic University School, 
Lower Leeson street, Dublin, who got the 
day off to see the famous machine, and 
who insisted in getting the autographs ot 
every member of the crew. Captain 
Kingsford Smith chatted with. the boys 
for a few minutes, 

The two busiest men of the crew were 
Captain Saul, the navigator, aul Mr. J. 
W. Stannage, the wireless operator. 
Captain Saul was engaged in a long and 
delicate job adjusting the compass in 
preparation for the flight. From the 
early afternoon he was busy inside the 
pilot’s cockpit with Captain Kingsford- 
Smith ‘‘ swinging the compass,’’ and 
about 5.30 o'clock the giant monoplane 
was wheeled out of her special hangar 
by a squad of fifty soldiers for the 
purpose of ‘‘ true-ing ’’ the compass from 
the big compass table out on the aero- 
drome. This went on for about an hour 
and a half, when it was decided not to 
take the monoplane up for a test flight 
that day, and she was wheeled back into 
her hangar. 

Mr. Stannage was engaged wita experts 
in tuning up the wireless set, which he 
afterwards declared to be perfect. 


LINDBERGH’S MECHANIC. 


Mr. C. C. Maidment, the special 
mechanic of the Wright Engine Company 
of the United States, put the Snishing 
touches to the three engines of the 
Southern Cross. He told an interesting 
story to the /rish Times representative 
about his association with the Southern 
Cross. Prior to the start of her first 
great flight from San Francisco fo 
Australia in 1928, he overhauled these 
same engines. Subsequently he went to 
Australia to overhaul them before 
Captain Kingsford-Smith started out on 
his “ record-breaking ” flight from Aus- 
tralia to England last year. Once again, 
in Amsterdam last month, he overhauled 
these engines for the third time in pre- 
paration for their latest venture. 

It will come as news to many people to 
learn that the engines of the Southern 
Cross have done 70,000 miles up to the 
present, and are believed to have a long 
and useful | fe before them. 

Mr. Maidment mentioned that when the 
Southern Cross was engaged on her long 
flight from Australia to England last year 
he happened to be in Italy on the business 
of the Wright Company, and he took the 
opportunity of meeting it on arrival at 
Rome. At the invitation of Captain 
Kingsford-Smith, he flew in the Southern 
Cross for the remainder of her journey to 
England. 

He recalled that during the War, while 
he was in the British Air Force, he was 
stationed at the Curragh Camp within a 
stone’s throw of the runway from which 
the Southern Cross will take off. 

With regard to his association with 
Colonel Lindbergh, of whom he remarked, 
“che is superlatively a man and an air- 
man,” Mr. Maidment exhibited a beauti- 
ful gold wristlet watch which the Colonel 
had given him. 

Mr. Maidment was confident about the 
ability of the Southern Cross and of her 
crew to make a successful flight across the 
Atlantic. 


‘GOOD LUCK ” MESSAGES. 


Further evidence of the interest that is 
being taken in the proposed flight is pro- 
vided in the large quantity of corre- 
spondence that Captain Kingsford-Smith 
has received during the last couple of 
days at Baldonnel Aerodrome. Yesterday 
he received a number of telegrams. 

Sir Sefton bBrancker, British Director 
of Civil Aviation, referred in high terms 
to the object of Captain Kingsford-Smith’s 
proposed flight, and wished him the vest 
of luck. 

Colonel the Master of Semphill wired 
on behalf of the Royal Aeronautical 
Society, of which he is President: ‘‘ Very 
best wishes to you and your crew Atlantic 
flight. Convinced you will succeed.’’ 


WEATHER REPORT UNFAVOURABLE 


Another telegram that was received by 
Captain Kingsford-Smith, however, was 
not so encouraging as the previous 
messages; for it was the weather report 
from the British Air Ministry, and was 
distinctly unfavourable. It reported 
‘strong, fresh southerly winds over the 
Atlantic, cloudy,’’ and following its 
receipt the Southern Cross was returned to 
the hangar. If the weather is at all 
favourable to-day, Captain Kingsford- 
Smith intends to take his machine up on 
her final test flights, and it is possible 
that he will fly to the Curragh in order 
to test the new runway which has been 
prepared for him. He may halt there 
pending the receipt of the 4 p.m. weather 
report from the British Air Ministry 
before deciding whether to remain and fill 
up with petrol for an early start or re- 
turn to Baldonnel Aerodrome until the 
conditions improve. 

It is stated that the Irish Aero Club is 
to make a presentation to Captain J. P. 
Saul, the Irish navigator, to signalise the 
honour that has been accorded him by 
inclusion as a member of the crew of the 
Southern Cross. Captain Saul is the 
assistant honorary secretary of the Irish 
Aero Club, having been one of its most 
enthusiastic members since its foundation. 
It is not yet known what form the pre- 
sentation will take. 


FROM BIRMINGHAM TO 
BALDONNEL. 


Flying his own D.H. Moth, Mr. Cyril 
Gleeson crossed from Birmingham yester- 
day to see the Southern Cross and her 
crew, and it is his intention to fly to the 
Curragh in the evening before the start 
of the great flight, if it takes place within 
the next week or so. 

Mr. Gleeson has his home at Tinarara, 
Killaloe, Co. Clare. He also has a resi- 
dence near Birmingham. About a year 
and a half ago he took up aviation as a 
hobby, and more than six months ago he 
qualified for his pilot’s certificate. 

After filling up with petrol, Mr. 
Gleeson, who was accompanied by Mr. W. 
C. Sutcliffe, the chief pilot of the Midland 
Aero Club, left later in the evening for 
Killaloe. Mr. Gleeson made the journey 
from Birmingham tv Baldonnel, via the 
Larne and Stranraer short sea route, in 
5 hours 50 minutes,

PRETORIA, Friday. 

The Minister of Justice refuses to make 
any Official statement at present on the 
raid which was carried out yesterday 
morning at the Central Prison by a 
combined force of police and detectives, 
when many articles which had been 
smuggled into the prison or stolen from 
Government stores were seized. 

Inquiries by the Ministér’s department 
are now in progress, and a public state- 
ment will be made later. 


NEW USE FOR VENTILATORS. 

It is alleged that the activities that 
have been going on in the prison provide 
a story comparable to the best :nodern 
thrillers. The air ventilators under the 
floors. of certain workshops are said to 
have been used as a channel of communi- 
cation for the transference of Government 
stores as well as letters from inside and 
outside the prison. 

The goods were wrapped up in small 
packets tied in sequence along a thick 
piece of twine, only the end of which 
protruded outside the ventilator. 


SEIZED ARTICLES. 

Major Gilliers, chief of the Criminal 
Investigation Department, arrived at the 
prison, and the prisoners were shepherded 
to their cells. Police and detectives then 
swept through the wards. Articles of an 
amazing nature were found, including 
boots, shoes, wallets, letter heads of 
private firms, brandy and official docu- 
ments, illegally printed. 

Confederates visiting the prison at night 
time found the twine and carefully pulled 
out a chain of wrapped up goods, which 
were subsequently disposed of in a manner 
which is at present being investigated. 


Prohibited goods were similarly smuggled 


into the prison. 


BETTING ON THE DERBY. 

Among the astounding papers seized by 
the police were betting slips and 
circulars dealing with recent and forth- 
coming racing events. Transactions on 
the Derby were found among the betting 
slips, and it is stated that one astute 
picker of winners among the prison 
inmates backed Blenheim ‘‘to win ” and 
Diolite “each way.” 

It is also reported that one of the 
betting circulars offered to lay odds up 
to £100. ; 

The final stages of the investigations 
were only concluded during the past 
week.

GRAF ZEPPELIN HOME 
AGAIN. 


THREE WEEKS’ TRIP TO 
U.S.A AND BRAZIL.

FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, . Friday. 

The Graf Zeppelin was moored at 7.22 
this evening, having. thus completed her 
flight to South and North America and 
back in three weeks. : 

The Zeppelin started out from Fried- 
richshafen, with twenty-two passengers, 
on the evening of May 18th, the object of 
the flight being to test the feasibility of 
the projected Seville-South American air- 
ship service. She landed at Seville after 
almost exactly twenty-four hours running.

IMPERIAL PRESS 
CONFERENCE. 


IMPORTANT WORK FOR 
THE EMPIRE, 


———— 


The Times of to-day, in the course of a 
leading article on the fourth Imperial 
Press Conference, entitled “ Press Men in 
Council,” says:—In the many welcomes 
which have already been extended to 
them, all the speakers, from the Prime 
Minister. onwards, have emphasised the 
importance of the functions of the Press 
in our modern organisation, and the more 
efficiently it is enabled to discharge those 
functions, the greater the service it can 
render the community. Even the tech- 
nical newspaper questions which the dele- 
gates are to discuss together are, there- 
fore, not without their bearing on the 
public welfare. But the delegates them- 
selves, and certainly the public, will be 
more interested in the discussions that 
have been arranged on subjects of wider 
interest, notably, perhaps, in that on 
Empire trade, which has been fixed for 
the fourth session on June 27, and is to 
be initiated by an address from the 
President of the Board of Trade. 

By common consent, proceeds The Times, 
it is recognised that if the unity of the 
Empire is to endure—and without that 
unity the storm of 1914 would have 
brought calamity to all its com- 
ponent communities—if the Empire is 
to hold together, as we are all 
concerned that it should hold 
together, we shall have to set to work 
at once on a task of reconstruction. The 
old links have been discarded. They 
became obsolete when the Dominions 
became nations, with their own national 
Governments and national policies. In 
their place new links have to be created 
and means devised by which the co-opera- 
tion between these Governments may be 
made so constant and so preserved and, 
if possible, strengthened. That is an end 
which cannot be achieved without the 
co-operation of the Press of the Empire ; 
for no machinery for co-operation and 
consultation can produce the desired effect 
unless all parts of the Empire are inspired 
by a common sentiment of imperial unity 
and informed by a mutual understanding 
of each other’s interests and sentiments. 

It is for the Imperial Conference of 
Governments which meets in September 
to create the machinery for co-operation, 
but it is for the newspapers represented 
at the Press Conference to foster the 
spirit and promote the understanding 
that alone can make co-operation effective. 
Last week’s Conference of the Empire 
Chambers of Commerce did valuable work 
in preparation for the meeting of the 
Imperial Conference, This month’s Con- 
ference of the Empire Press has an oppor- 
tunity to do work just as valuable to the 
same great end, i

PROFESSOR 
EINSTEIN LECTURES. 


“SPACE NOW EATING 
UP MATTER.” 
————— 


Professor Einstein lectured in German last 
night at the University College, Nottingham, 
and his words were translated to a large 
audience. It was the only lecture he had 
given during his present visit to England, 
and great importance was attached to the 
occasion ‘n scientific and scholastic circles. 

He said that his colleagues were not in 
agreement with him on certain points; many 
of them tnought he was crazed. ‘“‘Neverless- 
less, he said, “I have iaith in the path 
I am travelling, and, although my theory 
is not quite finished, L have evidence that 
so far as I can judge the end is very near. 

“ There is a metrical! structure of space, but 
the full structure has yet to be determined. 
We have to find what additions have to be 
made to the electro-magnetic structure in 
order that all phenomena may be included.”’ 

A new idea on which he had been working, 
aud which came to him on a sick bed, was 
that if one considered two elements in space, 
one compared them so far only as regards 
size. But there was a further element that 
came into it which might give the clue. 


MODERN PHYSICS. 


“TL was this,” he said. “ You can also 
compare those two elements in the matter of 
direction. Space will have to be regarded 
as primary, and matter derived from it as a 
secondary result. That is to say, space has 
now turned round, and it is eating up 
matter, Space is now having its revenge.” 

Dealing with the trend of modern physics, 
Professor Einstein said that the primary con- 
ception was that of the rigid body. Space 
was not the primary conception; rather was 
it by. dealing with the positional relation- 
ships of body that the idea of space 
emerged. The classical science of the Greeks 
did not operate with space, but exclusively 
with body. Rigid bodies were at the bottom 
of all conceptions of geometry such as that of 
Euclid. The fundamental idea of Newton’s 
mechanics was the introduction of the idea 
of force—that was to say, acceleration. 
Acceleration could be imagined only in re- 
ference to a real rigid body. 

‘It is a wonderful tribute to Newton's 
theory that he could go so far as to giv: 
space a definite physical reality. Newton 
included it among other realities, and this 
is an aspect of Newton's that has been 
neglected or misunderstood by some fol. 
lowers, ' : 


THE ETHER. 


“The definite change after the time of 
Newton came with the idea of the electro- 
magnetic field introduced by Faraday and 
Maxwell. They were bound to this method 
owing to the manner of thought of their 
time. They introduced, therefore, a new 
idea called the ether, which was to represent 
the physical state. The introduction of the 
ether was necessary to allow electro-magnetic 
phenomena to occur—space. Why was the 
ether state so called? Why not call it a 
state of space ?”’ 

The reason, said Professor Einstein, was 
that we had not yet got to the realism of 
the connection between geometry, or lack of 
connection, and space, and we felt constrained 
to add to space a brother which could be 
the carrier of electro-magnetic phenomena. 

Next came the special theory of relativity. 
space and time forming the fourth dimen- 
sional continuum; “sub-divided imto two 
blocks, due to the fact that there was a 
before and an after, and to satisfy the require. 
ments of simultaneity. He showed how. to 


preserve the theory of relativity, Euclidian 


geometry had to be rejected, and we had to 
find a new geometry of space for the inter- 
pretation of physical phenomena, 
. It was necessaty to add or impose upon 
the metric structure so far used further ternis 
which would account for electro-magnetic 
vhenomena. It should be possible to get a 
rther form of this metrical space which 
would at one stroke comprise all phenomena 
in one set of equations, so that one had not 
a double metric structure of geometry aud 
gravitation on the one hand, and “electro-

magnetics on the other, We wanted a 
system taking in all physical phenomena.

EVILS OF SOVIET 
PROPAGANDA.

The House of Commons yesterday dis- 
cussed relations with Russia and the 
Soviet Government’s bad faith in regard 
to propaganda. The speakers included 
Colonel John Buchan, Sir _ § Austen 
Chamberlain, and the Foreign Secretary. 
(Mr. Arthur Henderson). 

Commander Oliver Locker-Lampson 
(Conservative, Handsworth) initiated the 
debate. He said that he was not opposed 
to doing trade with Russia, provided that 
the Russians possessed cash and credit. 
We could not afford to be over-fastidious 
about their morals. He argued, however, 
that the worst way of increasing our 
trade was to grant special facilities to the 
Soviet. The general strike of 1926 was 
manufactured in Moscow. (Ministerial 
laughter. ) 

In questioning whether the Government 
were satisfied with their decision to 
recognise Russia, he said: “ The embraces 
of the Soviet are like those of the octopus, 
a little too endearing to be altogether 
comfortable.”’ Moscow continued the 
foulest abuse of the British Government. 
Already within three months of the grant- 
ing of recognition, industrial troubles had 
increased in the United Kingdom, and 
racial difficulties had grown throughout 
the Empire. The long arm of revolution 
had stretched out and our Viceroy in 
India was nearly assassinated. “We 
protest,” he concluded, ‘‘ against any 
longer selling our birthright for a mess of 
Bolshevik pottage.’’ (Opposition cheers.) 


DEPRECIATION. 

Mr. R. Taylor (Labour, Lincoln) depre- 
cated the raking up of old history against 
Russia, on the ground that it endangered 
the peace of the world. 

Dr. Burgin (Liberal, Luton) held that 
recognition of Russia was essential for 
traders in this country owing to the un- 
doubted risk of arbitrary State inter- 
ference. At the same time, he admitted 
that if Russia deliberately endeavoured to 
sow discord among the simple tribesmen 
and peasants of the North-West frontier 
of India, steps would have to be taken to 
check her. 

General Sir Alfred Knox (Conservative, 
Wycombe) declared that Russia, as a 
slave State, was going to be an enormous 
danger to employment in this country, 
because, when they got their organisation 
complete, they would be able to dump 
goods into this country: to an extent never 
yet known, 


GLADSTONE’S ‘‘ MOT.” 

Mr. John Buchan (Conservative, Scot- 
tish Universities) said that while he had 
no admiration of the present régime in 
Russia, which seemed to him to deserve 
Gladstone’s description of the rule of 
King Bomba—‘‘a negation of God, 
erected into a system of government ' — 
he still thought it wise to keep communi- 
cations open. ‘‘ If Bolshevism is merely 
sewer gas, then the fresh air will dissipate 
it; if there is some valuable element in it, 
then the fresh air will strengthen it.” 
He added that he was not afraid of Com- 
munist activity in this country; it was 
only likely to sicken ordinary intelligent 
men; but there were parts of the Empire 
where it might be deadly poison. He 
urged the Government to review the whole 
situation in relation to propaganda. 


“RASH” AND “STILL 
MORE RASH.” 
‘ctiiintuiaain 
SIR A. CHAMBERLAIN’S 
COMMENT. 


Sir A. Chamberlain thought that it 
was rash on the part of the Government 
to sign a new Convention giving further 
recognition to theg Soviet Government, 
while the latter was in open default on 
a former Convention. It was still more 
rash on the part of the Foreign Secretary 
to resume diplomatic relations on an 
agreement which was being differently 
interpreted by the two parties. How 
could it led to good relations 
between the two Governments, that the 
Soviet representatives should solemnly put 
their hands to a document, knowing per- 
fectly well that they were not going to 
give what had been demanded, and what 
was assumed to have been secured? . 

The propaganda, of which successive 
Governments had complained ever since a 
trade agreement was signed, had never 
ceased for a day, and it was as active 
to-day as ever. ‘‘ Does anyone doubt,’’ he 
asked. “ that wherever there is trouble, or 
the possibility of it, in any part of the 
British Empire, the Soviet Government, 
with whom we are formally in friendly re- 
lations, has, through one or other of its 
authorities, attempted to foment that 
trouble? (Opposition cheers.) This is a 
case in which the Soviet boasts of the 
action of which we complain, and which 
the Foreign Secretary has said the Govern- 
ment would not tolerate.’’ 

He thought that the time had come when 
the Foreign Secretary should either say, 
once for all, that he was going to insist on 
the cessation of this propaganda, or admit 
that the Government was incapable of ful- 
filling the pledges it had given. —“ He 
should either say ‘the limit has been 
reached, and I am now going to act,’ or 
admit that all he has said meant nothing, 
and that they are going to tolerate all 
that is happening, in the hope that here 
and there some manufacturer. ol 
machinery may get an order.’’

WHITCOMBE WINS THE 
IRISH “ OPEN.” 


-“ 


‘WINNER’S PERFECT PLAY. 
ONLY ONE OVER FOURS FOR THE 
FOUR ROUNDS, 

From Ovur SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT 

PORTRUSH, Friday. 

With an aggregate of 289, Charles Whit- 
combe, of the Crews Hill Club, won the 
fourth Irish Open Championship at, Portrush 
this evening. his margin over the holder and 
runner-up, Abe Mitchell, being eight strokes. 
Thus for the second time the championship 
has gone to the Whitcombes, a brother of 
to-day’s winner, Ernest, having won it at 
Newcastle a couple of years ago. 

CHANGED CONDITIONS. 

A stronger or more sudden contrast in the 
conditions under which the opening and the 
third rounds were played could scarcely be. 
On Wednesday and Thursday we had not a 
breath of wind to temper the rays of the 
broiling sun, but this morning the surround. 
ing hills were shrouded in a thick mist, and 
not many of the competitors had left, the 
first teeing ground when down came a 
drenchin drizzle, while there was a discon- 
certing cán from the west. As George 
Duncan remarked after his failure to over- 
haul the leading division, one did not know 
what to do, with the wind sweeping across 
some of the holes to which. full shots had 
to be played, for one had to remember that 
these greens were hemmed in with chains of 
hazards. while the greens themselves were 
very holding, with the rain lying on top of 
the turf, through which it had not time to 
penetrate. Fortunately, however, the sun 
came out again after lunch, but then the 
championship had been won. 

At the interval it was obvious that 
nothing but a complete upheaval could de- 
prive Charles Whitcombe of the Irish crown, 
and “the result was never in the 
slightest doubt. Whitcombe, who on 
yesterday broke the record for the links, 
went round the fourth time in one 
more than his 70 for the second round, his 
golf, if anything, being the best which he 
played in the championship. He certainly 
did not start it well, as he required three 
putts on the first, second and fourth greens 
However, he got to the turn in 38, and aided 
by a few single puits on the homeward half 
he finished in 71, his card showing —

A GREAT IMPROVEMENT. 

A comparison of the aggregates reveals 
that to-day’s winner was one behind Ernest 
Whitcombe’s score of 288 at Newcastle, that 
Duncan won at Portmarnock with 312, and 
that, Mitchell and Compsion tied last year at 
Portmarnock with 309, Mitchell winning on 
the replay. It is also worth noting that the 
new champion for the four rounds was only 
one over fours—a great achievement in a 
championship in such trying circumstances 

Mitchell, though beaten, had the satisfac- 
tion of being runner-up for the title, a posi- 
tion which at one time looked like going to 
Davies, but with a last round of 72 the holder 
pipped the Wallasey man by two strokes, 
fourth place going to Percy Allis. Moses 
O'Neill tied with Compston for sixth prize, 
and then came Nolan and Holland in a tie. 
There was also a tie for the amateur prize 
between Frank McConnell and Sheals, and it 
will be played off to-morrow morning. 

The third rownd can with accuracy be de- 
scribed as the final, for it was in it that 
Charles Whitcombe made certain of his vic- 
tory with a 73., He was one of the early 
finishers, and the holder, Abe Mitchell. was 
the last to conle in. Then it was realised 
that the title had been won by the crew’s 
Hill professional. Overnight he was leading 
by five strokes, his nearest attendants being 
Mitchell, Moses O'Neill, W. Large and 
Archie Compsten, who were bunched 
together, but when they went out a 
fourth time the situation had become 
considerably more critical for the quartette 
named, as Whitcombe was then seven in 
front of Mitchell, eight ahead of Large, ten 
to the good over O'Neill and Percy Allis, 
while he had eleven to play with so far as 
Compston was concerned. 

Whitcombe’s golf was the acme of steadi- 
ness. He did not try. for the impossible, but 
played all the time for his figures, knowing 
well that with the conditions so different to 
what they had been on the other days it 
would be quite easy to mess things up and 
leave himself too much to do on the Jast 
round, He reached the turn in 37. after 
taking fives for the two first holes (three 
putts), and came home in level fours. 
COMPSTON OUT OF LUCK. 

Compston was faced with a totally different 
problem. Nothing would go right for him 
on the way in, He turned in 37, but a six 
came at the eleventh and another at the 
thirteenth, and there were not many holes 
on the round for which he was not one 
under the par figure for them. He finished 
with a three and a four, but must have 
been fortunate in getting the four at the 
home hole, after socketing his machie to 
the green. It was the worst round that he 
play in this championship—if not in any 
round of any Irish championship. Whit- 
combe’s figures were :—~

Mitchell’s 76 was one stroke better than 
Large, while Moses O'Neill fell further be- 
hind with a 79, his putting again letting him 
down, There was nothing of the picturesque 
In the golf of any of the competitors, If 
there was one salient feature it was the 
periect steadiness of the leader, whose 
running up shots and putting were executed 
with an accuracy and rhythm that left nothing 
whatever to be desired. 

Not a little interest centred in the 
struggle for the best aggregate by an 
amateur. Walter Carroll, of Portmarnock. 
lor a time was heading that list 
with 241. He went out with Compston, and 
incidentally I may remark that he took the 
honour from hir at the eleventh and never 
lost it, his score being four strokes more 
than that of the big fellow. The Dundalk 
man, however, was deprived of his position 
by H. S. Sheals, the youngest of Ireland’s 
interna’ional team, who played steadily for 
another round of 77, which gave him an 
aggregate of 235, a figure which is most 
interesting when co: npared to these of the 
leading division. 

One of the most pleasant features of the 
tou.na ent up to this round was the scoring 
of a number of the Irishmen, who avain 
demonstrated that there is not a very wide 
gulf between them and the professionals from 
te othe: side of the fa William 
Nolan, for instance, had a capital round of 
74, and McCartney, of Ormeau, one of 76; 
but, generally, there was just that little lack 
of finish in the play of the home men 
whic. made all the difference. 

IRISHMEN DO WELL. 

some of the >est golf of the concluding 
round was shown by Irishmen in the even- 
ing. For instance, Major Hezlet had a 
capital 73, which was a big improvement 
on lis morning round, and Charley Pope 
finished up splendidly with 75, while Sid 
Fairweather, who yesterday had his card 
decorated with a 10 and a 7, equalled Major 
Hezlet’s score. Nolan, though putting badly, 
got ound in 77 for an aggregate of 305—in 
fact, on the whole, the Irishmen did much 
bette: than on th: opening days, and one 
was pleased to see the local professional, 
Hugh O'Neill, brirg in 78, with his assist- 
ant, Stephenson, doing 77, and Moses O'Neill 
made some amends by knocking three strokes 
off his morning figures, his 304 placing him 
well up in the completed list.

THE ISLE OF MAN RACE 


EXPECTED VISIT -OF

As these notes are being writfen the Irish 
Cruising Club’s first Channel Race from Kingstown 
to Douglas. Isle of Man is still in the process 
of starting, the last yacht of all fo go, the scratch 
boat (Mr. W. A. Wybrant’ s 30 ton yawl, Rose) 
being due to slip her moorings at 1 a.m, to-day.
